THE PROSPECTS OF PENDING LEG- 
ISLATION IN THS& HOUSE. 


The Tax Bill on its Passage in the Sen *te—The Fate @ 
the Naval Bill—The Omnibus Appropria ion 
Bill Ready—A Mixed Board for the Navy. 

Final Adjournment Lookec For. 


Wasuincton, July 24:—The senate this 
morning proceded with the consideration of 
the tax bill, and the prominent friends of the 
measure urged their colleagues to ‘‘sit it out” 
with a view of taking up the naval appropri- 
atien bill to-morrow. Well informed opin- 
ion differs widely, however, as to the proba- 
bility and pussibility of reaching a vote on 
the passage of the tax bill thus speedily. 
There seems to be a _ prevalent ex- 
pectation that it will in some 
manner be gotten out of the way of the ap- 


propriation bills not later than Tuesday even- 
ing, but in view onthe one hand of the an- 
nounced purpose of some of i's republican 
friends to vote against it if it be further 
weighted withamendments, and on the other 
hand of the avowed determination of many 
of its opponents to resist its passage by all 
parliamentary means unless important addi- 
tional amendments be = adopted, it 
is now thought extremely uncertain 
whether the bill can be_ disposed of 
within the next few days in any other way 
than by laying it aside to take its chances in 
the closing days of the present session. The 
senate sub-committee on the sundry civil (or 
‘‘omnibus’’) appropriation bill will have it 
ready for report to the full committee this 
evening, and the committee expect to bring 
it forward for action by the senate immedi- 
ately after “the passage of the naval bill. 
There will doubtless be much = con- 
troversy in the senate concerning 
the general legislative features of the 
naval bill, and a_ determiged = effort 
will be made to replace them with a compre- 
hensive amendment providing for the refer’ 
ence of the whole question of reducing the 
personnel of the navy to mixed boardsof three 
senators, three members of the house and 
three naval officers. It is believed, however, 
that the consideration of this bill will not oc- 
cupy more than two days, and in case it be 
taken up for action at as early 
a day as is now expected,

during the remainder of the week. 
event, unless the tax bill be still pending, and 
a majority of the senate desire to prolong the 
session, in yrder to continue its discussion, 
final adjournment may he effected early next 
week, perhaps on Monday. 
The democratic members of the senate held 
a caucus this morning and resolved to insist 
upon afull and free discussion of all the 
amendments to the tax bill and to oppose any 
attempt to reach a final vote upon the bill 
unless sucL ample opportunity shall have 
been affurded.

AMERICANS IN EGYPT. 

WasHincton, July 24.—Lhe state depart- 
ment is advised by the acting consul-gen- 
eral of the United States in Egypt that he has 
moved from Cairo to Alexandria. He also 
reports that Arabi Pasha has cut off the water 
supply of Alexandria, and that the English 
expected to march against him to day, (Sat- 
urday)) He reported sometime ago that all 
Americans had left Cairo, except Gen- 
eral Stone, who remained with his fami- 
ly on his own responsibility and in spite 
of the representations of the consul general. 
It is understood that some Americans remain 
in the interior of Egypt at some distance in 
the rear of Arabi’s army, and it is believed 
that they have not suffered. The department 
of state has telegraphed asking whether any- 
thing further can be done to protect Anyerr 
can eitizens. 

fhe navy department has received mail ad- 
vices from Admiral Nicholson at Alexandria 
to July 5th. Hisdispatches are interesting. 
Voluminous but later reports by cable de- 
prived them of much of their news value, 
Nicholson states that at that date he knew of 
only about half a dozen Americans in Egypt 
and nearly all there were in official positions, 
Two were missionaries and were on board the 
America. He had offered shelter to any Euro- 
pean in Alexandria belonging to a nation 
who had no war vessel in the barbor, and sev- 
eral had availed themselves of his ofler. Judge 
Farnum and his associates of the mixed court 
were on board the Galena. 

THE NEW ORLEANS MINT. 
Special Dispaten to The Constitution. 

Jt is not probable that there will be any 
immediate change in the office of superin- 
tendent of the New Orleans mint. The pres- 
ent incumbent, whose resignatign bas been 
called for, is now away on leave of absence, 
and the chief clerk is in charge of the office. 
A strong effort is being made for the reten- 
tion of the present superiptendent and the 
secretary of the treasury has decided to take 


no further action in the matter at present.

THE LOUISIANA LOTTERY. 


The Postmaster Geseral’s Elaborate Opinion as to Its 
Legality. 

WasHINGToN, July 24.—Postmaster General 
Howe has addressea a very elaborate reply to 
the recent inquiry of Representative Robert- 
son, of Louisiana, as to the legality of the 
Louisiana lottery company, and as to its right 
to transmit and receive mail matter through 
the United States mails. In his reply, Post- 
master-General Howe states that the 
Louisiana lottery company is a iegal 
corporation, and as such has a 
right to send and receive mail matter 
through the mails. In support of this posi 
tion he cites the action of the Liouisiana ley- 
islature and of the people of that state in 
incorporating a clause in the Louisiana con- 
stitution confirming the legality of the 
Louisiana lottery company, as well asthe 
proceedings had under his immediate prede- 
cessor. Kepresentative Robertson does not 
agree with the postmaster general on this 


question, and he is supported in his dissent | 
by the majority of the Louisiana delegation. 


In view, however, of the decision of the post- 
master general, nv course is left them save to 
so amend. the law. if that be possible, as to 
exclude the mail matterof the Louisiana 
lottery company from the mails. Some 
attempt of this sort will be made by those 
who are fighting the lottery company. It is 
needless tosay thatin opposing the lottery 
company they take their political lives in 
their hands. 


An Important Decision. 

WASHINGTON, July 24.—The treasury de-

THE TAX ON SHIP BULLDING MATERIAL. 


The speaker announced the regular order to 
be the further consideration of the bill to 
allow a drawback on foreign material used in 
connection with domestic materials in the 
construction of steam and sail vessels for for- 
eign account, and the pending question to be 
on the amendment offered by Mr. Tucker, of 
Virginia, extending its provisions to vessels 
constructed for domestic account. The vote 
by which the yeas and nays were on Saturday 
ordered on Mr. Tucker's amendment. 
was reconsidered, and Mr. Kelley moved to 
recommiit the bill.

CHOPS FROM CHINA. 


Shufeldt Tries to Explain Mimaelf—Serlous Trauble 
Brewing at Ningpo. 

San Francisco, July 24.—The steamer City 
of Pekin, which arrived here to-day, brings 
the following advices: **Yokohama, July 6 — 
Commodore Shufeldt is now in Yokohama on 
his way to Washington with a new Coerean 
treaty. Heis reported to have denied em- 
phatically that his notorious letter to Senator 
Surgent, of Califoruia, was not intended 
for publication, and that Sargent 
violated. contidence in printing it. Froma 
late copy of the Shanghar Mercury it is learn- 
ed that. very serious trouble has arisen at 
Ningpo, China, and the foreign community 
is placed in a position of peril, On the night 
of June 13th three Americans and an Austrian 
went ashore on a spree. The Americans were 
ail captains, and tbe Austrian was attached 
to the revenue cutter Kuansing, then lying 
in port. The men went to a Chinese brothel 
and demanded admittance, which for some 
reason was denied. While knocking at the 
door some Cantonese men appeared at an 
upper window, andeither by accident ur in- 
tention perpetrated an indignity upon the 
visitors. This so enraged the men that they 
kicked open the dvor, and entering the build- 
ing assaulted a Chinaman, who was lying in 
bed, ma most brutal manner, splitting open 
his head and _ breaking several of his 
ribs. his man was entirely innocent 
of the offense and proved to be the captiin of 
eleven Capton war junks, then at Ningpo. 
After the assault the men escaped, but were 
arrested on the following day, and after an 
investigation before the American consulate 
were committed to jail. The Austrian was 
subsequently discharged, it being shown that 
he tried to prevent the outrage. The wound- 
ed man, who also proves to be 
a cousin of the titai or admiral, is 
in a verv critical condition. Should he die 
there is no knowing what the crews of the war 
junks may doin retaliation. Indeed, a gen- 
eral riot will probably follow. The chiet of 
police ts very anxious as to the safety of the 
Kuropean residents, and the acting vice-con- 
sul for Germany has asked the German con- 
sulate atShanhai fora gunboat to protect 
fereign residents in the eventof an uprising

NEW BONDS ANDSBANK NOTES. 


A Description ef the Three Per Cent Bonds and the 
New National Bank Curreney. 

Wasuinctos, July 24.—As soon as 
the act authorising the funding. of 
the continued 3% — cent bonds into 3 
per cents was passed, the secretary of the 
treasury directed the chief of the bureau of 
engraving and printing to prepare models for 
ihe new bonds and submit them for his ap- 
proval. This was done, and the plates of 
some of them have aiready been made-and 
the printing commenced. The bonds will be

3 per cent bonds amount to about $400,- 
0vU,000, or about one-fourth of the entire 
government debt} it is desirable’ that 
the new 3 per cents should be ready 
for use as soon as possible, and the work upon 
them is being rapidly pushed. In regard to 
the national banks, it is stated that the char- 
ters of about 350 will have tu be rmmediately 
renewed, and of course, these will all have to 
take the new notes under their renewals. New 
banks which have been organized since the 
passage of the act of July 12, last, will also be 
turnished with the new style of notes, Work 
upon these is also being expedited, the en 
graving, printing, and otber divisions of the 
bureau of engraving and printing working 
beyond the regular hours to have the notes 
ready for delivery to the controller of the cur- 
rency by August 1.

THE ENGLISH TROOPS ENCOUN- 
TER ARABI’S FORCES. 


The Egyptian Artillery Under Fire—The Khedive 
Declares His War Mivisterto Bea Reb@— Arrest 
of a Spy—The Rem fiations of tke Islamie 
Propaganda— Reported Massacres. 


Lonpon, July 24.—Arabi Pasha bas massed

Mis Last interview With the Rebel—Arabi Declared 
Gat of Authority. 

Lonpon, July 24.—After the destruction of 
the forts by the English fleet, the khedive 
sent for Arabi Pasha anc asked him for a re- 
port, which Arabi refused. Dervisch Pasha, 
who was present, expressed surprise at Arabi’s 
refusal efter he had sworn obedience to the 
khedive. Angry words ensued between Der- 
visch Pasha and Arabi, the former reproach- 
ing the latter for not having followed his ad 
vice to dismantle the forts. While the palace 
was surrouuded by troops, the kbedive called 
for a rifle, and Dervisch Pasha also prepared 
to defend himself. After the withdrawal of 
the soldiers, Dervisch Pasha advised flight to 
Suez, but the khedive refused to leave. 

ARABI BEY DISMISSED. 

The khedive has signed a decree dismissing 
Arabi Pasha and declaring bim a rebel. . He 
will also issue a general order forbidding the 
kgvptian army to obey orders from Arabi 
Pasha, and forbidding the people to pay him 
their taxes. The following is the text of the 
khedive’s proclamation: ‘‘Arabi Pasha—In 
consequence of your departure to Kafr el 
Devar, accompanied by the-army, thus aban- 
doning Alexandria without orders, stopping 
railway trafti¢, preventing~us from receiving 
telegrams and communications through the 
port, and impeding the return of refugees to 
their homes in Alexandria, and of your per 
sistence in war preparations, and your refusal 
to come to us afier receiving orders, I dismiss 
you from the office of mntnister of war.” 
THREATENING THE SULTAN, 

A dispatch to the News from: Constantinople 
says there is reason to believe that Arabi 
Pasha has sent a species of ullimatum to the 
sultan declaring that he is protecting Islam 
from infidels und gi@wing the sultan notice 
that if the porte sends troops to co-operate 
with unbelievers he shatl fight them, and 
proclaim the sheref of Mecca as Caliph. it 
is believed here that Arabi has threatened to 
depose the house of Osman afd proclaim the 
house of Jesad ruler in its place. 

A LITTLE COURT OF HI8 OWN. 

The khedive has issued a circalar to the 
army notifying it of Arabi’s dismissal and 
Outlawry, threatening punishment upou all 
who adhere to Arabi, and promising rewards 
and emoluments to all who return to obedi- 
ence to him. It is considered certain that 
Arabi will destroy Cairo unless defeated and 
captured. In reply tothe proclamation of the 
ktredive, Arabi bas appointed a ministry of 
his own at Cairo. Preparations have been 
made to attack Aboukir. Arabi is moving 
portions of his forces in that direction. The 
khedive has requested a steamer to proceed to 
Dulagno to fetch 2,000 Albanians t act as his 
body guard. The ministers have opposed the 
project, refusing to provide the money there- 
for.

EUROPE IN ARMS. 


What Eaghand, France and Italy Prepese te Do— The 
Suitan’s Actica. 

Loxpox, July 24—The Observer to-day 
says: We understand that on Wednesday last 
an ultimatum was sent to the sultan asking 
him to state within twelve hours whether he 
was wélling to sen! troops to Egypt, and that 
it was upon the receipt of an evasive reply to 
the ultimatum that the government decided 
that time for further delay has passed, 

The Times this morning says the question 
of Turkish intervention it is practically de- 
cided by the faet that an expedition cannot 
be sent without denunding the dis.ant pro- 
vinces of troops and then reducing the gar- 
rison at Constantinople. DeFeycinet, presi- 
dent of the council, conferring with the com- 
mittee of the senate on the naval credit, 
declared that if the powers indirectly inter- 
ested in Egypt remained neutral in regard to 
the intervention of other powers in Egypt, 
Prance would leave England to act alone, 
and would confine herself to the protection 
of the Suez canal. In the house of commons 
thisafternoon the marquis of Huntington, 
seeretary of state for India, gave notice that 
to-morrow, or at the earliest opportunity, he 
will move that her majesty, having been ad- 
vised to direct .that a military expedition 
from India be dispatched to Egypt, the house 
consents to the application of the Indian 
revenues to defray such expedition. Mr. 
Gladstone meved a vote of credit for strength- 
ing the forces in Egypt. He proposed that 
three pence be added tothe income tax for the 
lattcr half year. In the house of lords, Earl 
Granville made a statement in connec- 
tion with the motion for a yote of credit in- 
troduced by Mr. Gladstone in the house of 
commons. Earl Granville said the govern- 
ment was without information as to whether 
the sultan intended to send troops to Egypt. 
Earl Granville confirmed the statement that 
France and England hoped for the co-opera- 
tion of Italy, in measures for the protection 
of the Swez canal.

Another 
Christian was placed on the rails and ar en- 
gine run to and fro over his body. 

An eye witness from Tantah states that & 
Kuropeans were tortured, disembowell d and 
torn to pieces, and that women were violated 
and tortured. The soldiers participated in 
the atrocities. Refugees from Cairo and the 
interior bring the most terrible accounts of 
massacres at Tantah, Damietta and elsewhere. 

Rear Admiral Haskins has written to the 
English consul at Cairo urging him toimpress 
upon British subjeets the necessity of leaving 
Egypt atonce. Arabi Pasha’s new govern- 
ment has issued a proclamation stating that 
every native molesting Christians will be 
shot.

MINES‘'AND MINING. _ 


OPERATIONS AMONG THE NORTH 
GEORGIA GOLD MINES. 


Open Cut Mining in the Soft Auriferous Belts; How 
the Operations are Carried On-The Week's 
Work at the Bast—Singleton, Ivey, Barlow, 
Celumbia, Wells and Other Mines. 


From the Dahlonega, Ga., Mountain Signal. 

As we noticed last week, open cut mining 
is of arecent date, the first experiment being 
made less than twenty-five years ago. At 
present this manner of mining our soft aurif- 
erous belts is the most popular, and is doubt- 
less the best and only safe plan. For many 
years our quartz mines have been neglected 
on account of not being acquainted with this 
method. The gold in this section is not only 
contained in the quartz, but throughout the 
slate, from one wall of the lead to the other, 


hence it is necessary to reduce the whole, in 
order to obtain the desired result. This is 
done by means of water. -In_ the first 
place the water is put on, or ahove 
the ground to be worked by mean 
of ditching or by the steam force pump. It is 
discharged into a reservoir, so as to always 
have a continual stream and at times an in- 
crease. In some instances the little giant is 
used for tearing down the slate and ore, and 
in others the pick and shovel; the former 
being generally’ preferred. From the mill to 
the mine is laid a line of -sluice boxes ef 
uniform width and grade with ariffled bot- 
tom for catching the free gold. Whea the 
little giant is used it is put to work and the 
ore and muddy water is allowed to pass con- 
tinually through the boxesand discharged 
into ore bins near the mill, where tine water 
and a portion of the sand is permitted to pass 
off through boxes and the sand shoveled out 
and the slate contained in the water is all 
that escapes the stamps. When the pick is 
employed the ore, etc., is dug upand sluiced 
through the boxes directly into the mill. 

The ove after being deposited in the rear of 
the batteries is shoveled underneath the 
stamps and when crushed passes through 
screens on to amalgamated copper plates 
where the greater poriion of the god is de- 
posited im the form of amalgam. The free 
gold that is lust here is mostly canght in the 
different rifiles uscd below the common 
rified sluice box, the Howland and California 
being the best. Every week or month when- 
ever the directors are disposed, the gold is 
taken from the sluice boxes, batterics and 
plates, and collected intoonelump. After as 
much mercury as possible is pressed out, the 
amalgam is placed into a retort and when 
heated the mercury evaporates and passes 
through an iron pipe where itis brought in 
contact with cold water and condensed and 
made ready for immediate use, and the gold 
is found to be bright and yellow and ready 
for the mint. 

THE WORK OF THE MINERS.” 

The Singleton mill is running regularly ‘on 
very good ore and the geheral outlook is flat- 
tering. 

The Bast ore at present is mostly taken 
from the northwest wing of the cut. The 
plates are looking very well. 

The Ivey mill loses but little time. Each 
day’s work in the cut opens up something 
new. 

The hand branch canal that supplies the 
Barlow company with water is still flush, but 
Cane creek is getting low, but not enough to 
stop tne imill.- The ore is still as good as 
heretofore and the product of the mine about 
the same. 

The Columbia mill is still pounding away, 
but the superintendent says he would be bet- 
ter pleased if more hands could be had. 

The directors and owners of the Fish Trap 
property are satisfied that they have a splen- 
did gold mine and one that will hold out. 

The Wells ore is richer than it has been 
since it was purchased by the present com- 
pany. : 

On Saturday the clean up was made at the 
Lockhart little nll, and before noon on Mon- 
day the plate was showing finely, better than 
it had for the same lenath of’time since the 
mine was purchased by the Singleton compa- 
ny. The ore that is making such a turn out 
is taken from the Lockhart lead on the Find- 
ley ridge, near by where the work has been 
going on ever since the mill was first built. 
The ore that supplies the large mill is very 
good this week. The driftfrom the Blackmer 
shaft is shoWing up ore in abundance, the vein 
being from 7 to 12 feet wide. The ore from 
this shaft, including the entire expense of 
mining, milling, etc., does not cost one dollar 
per ton. 

MINERALS IN_NORTH GEORGIA. 

NEAR Conyers, Ga., July 13.—We had the 
pleasure recently of passing over the line of 
the Marietta and North Georgia railroad, 
which runs from Marietta, Ga., to Murphy, 
N. C. We mean we passed over that purtion 
that is already graded ard completed. We 
have been from time to time nearly along the 
entire line, and we have no* hes:tancy in pre- 
dicting that the completion of this road will 
show up the most rapid and wonderful devel- 
opments ever witnessed along any railrcad 
line in Georgia. Besides passing through a 
rich farming country, it alsorunsthrough the 
richest and most varied mineral section 
of Georgia, and along streams bearing 
as fine water-power as can be found 
in the south. Gold, silver, lead, iron, copper, 
mica, graphite and asbestos are found in large 
quantities at various points on the road. 
Especially do we find large quantities of gold, 
iron, marble, mica, copper and asbestos. 
‘The easiest gotat,’’ he largest quantity, and 
the finest quality of iron ore in the state is 
said to be found in the Turnip Town moun- 
tains in Gilmer county. It is said to yield 75 
to 80 per cent pure iron. Gold is also found 
in abundance on Turnip Town creek. Con- 
siderable mining operations have been pay- 
ingly carried on on the premises of Mr. 
Osborn Holt on this creek, There 
is more marble found in ‘Pickens county 
than any other in the _ state. it is 
very easily arrived gt, and is as inexhausti- 
ble as the granite of our own Stone moun- 
tain. One place we especially call to mind 
where we saw a perpendicular projection of 
pure white marble, [rom the mountain’s side. 
over a hundred feet high and perhaps three 
hundred yards long. Tate & Co. value their 
quarry at $100,000. Mica in large quantities 
and gold are also found in Pickens county. 
Gold and asbestos are found in abundunce in 
Fannin county. The celebrated White path 
gold mines are in this county. The road gues 
within five or six miles of the tamous Duck- 
town copper mines and will be intersected at 
the nearest point by a road from thjs place. 
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GOOD ADVICE TO FARMERS. 


Some Sound Statements About Keeping the Wolf 
from the Door. 

Datton,July 24— Editors Constitution: Hav- 
ing just readin your DaiLy VConstitutTron of 
the man who was sitting in the same place 
he occupied in 1854,1 have thought over 
many of the reasons of southern want in the 
last decade. It has many times been stated in 
print that the southern people do not work— 
that they are lazy. Ail who know anything 
of cotton raising must know that it is not 
true. No people in the world work harder 
than the southern cotton raiser—no people, 
for the same amount of work, have realized 
less profit. Some bave charged this failure to 
realize gain to guano, to middle men, to the 
credit system and so on. ' Probably the want 
of business education and the lack of econ- 
omy have dene as much asany or all other 
causes named to keep ug poor. Our people 
dg not keep posted as to the world’s wants—as 
tothe laws of supply and demand. Just be- 
cause Georgia has a large oat and wheat crop 
our people, poor and ignorantof the true 
value of their products, are selling oats and 
wheat too cheap. Oats will not surely be any 
lower—may be higher. Is is not wise to hold? 
But many others haveenough and to spare in 
the way of breadstuffs, hence they are turn- 
ing all their attention to the cotton crop to 
save it from the grass, while their wheat and 
oats are exposed to the weather. I knew a 
man in middle Georgia to lose a large part of 


his crop By the overflow of a creek—his grain 
was shoeked there to stay untibit suited bim 
to get it out. In upper Georgia; with my own 
eyes, f’saw shocks of grain six inches in water 
with chances all in favor of still greater 
depths. An intelligent gentleman told me 
to-day that he saw a whole crop of wheat in 
the feld with chances of its rotting. Many 
have, this past spring, seated themselves 
to a half fare of bread, inbtead of a 
whole one, that. the appetite demanded, 
ana suggled to keep body and soul together 
until harvest. These same people now eat 
whole fares and lose whole ones in the field. 
Many mules called in vain for oats to make 
the muscle for their daily toil in spring that 
were put off with crabgrass or swamp grass or 
cane, or turned out to graze at night while 
they should have slept. Now oatsare pienty, 
the mule idle, with oats to tramp under foot. 
An old farmer in Georgia who always had 
corn to sell, was asked how he could do so 
much better than his neighbor, replied, ‘‘that 
he always began to save his corn at the crib 
door.’’ If the drought had not comeat the 
time it did last year, many of our people 
would have starved the past winter. Every 
one saw the gravity of the situation in time 
to prepare for it to save the little made, and to 
sow peas, cut crab grass, etc. Some will profit 
by this expenence, but many will not. 
Let farmers do as last spmmer, save what they 
have made, and make all they can for the 
fallerop. If Europe is disturbed by a war of 
any length and size, grain will be needed 
from America, and the price will be much 
higher. If economy is not a necessity, waste 
isasin. Let those that make more than they 


store for the needy and unfortunate who will 

always be with us.

The Chicago Tribune, of Saturday, 
has the followigg: 

Dr. Nicho Francis Cooke, of this city, received a 
dispatch yesterday from Mr. B. H. Hill, Jr., con- 
cerhing the condition of his father, Senator Hill. 
Dr. Cooke was called on yesterday for a copy of 
the dispatch, and was found busy looking over the 
proofs of an article on “Antiseptic Medication; or, 
Declat’s Method.’’ The doctor wanted to know how 
it had been found out that he had received sucha 
dispatcn, and declined to give the diagnosis in de-

ABOUT THE PROGRESS OF ATLAN- 
TA’S RAILROADS.

Mejor R. H. Temple, Chief Engineer of the Georgia 
Pacific Railroad, Gives Some Interesting De- 
taile About the Condition and Prospects 
of the Road to the Mississipp’. 


Special Correspondence of the Constitution. 

ON THE Tratn, July 23.—Moving toward spanish 
mackerel and blue fish, of Morehead city, 1 met 
Major R. H. Temple on the train, and as usual have 
some good news for the people ef Georgia. 

Major Temple is the chief engineer in charge of 
the construction of the Georgia Pacific. This is the 
most important enterprise Row under way in the 
state, and there has been in the public mind some 
' doubt as to the earnestness with which it is being 
pushed forward. Major Temple had definite infor- 
mation on this point. He said: 

‘IT received orders to-day to push things forward 
with rapidity, and before I left issued orders to 
cover my instructions.’’ 

“Tiow far do your trains run from Atlanta now?’ 

“We run to Villa Rica, thirty-eight miles. We 
have iron to finish eight more miles. We will 
have this iron down in a week. I haveinformation 
that by the time this iron is laid more rails will be 
here, so that we can go straight ahead.”’ 

“How long will it be before you get to Anniston?” 

‘*We will be there by the Ist of November, unless 
the or ers I received to-day are changed,and I[ have 
no idea they will be. You see, we have forty-five 
miles now finisned atthiseud. Atthe other end 
we have fourteen miles finished and the cross-ties 
on the road-bed. Between these points the mos? of 
the grading is done, amd we have about seven hun- 
dred men at work. I°ean have trains running be 
tveen Atlanta and Aanisten by the lst of N6yvem- 
ber, easily,’’ 

“Then jolir people have been working steadily all 
alons Y te 
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‘Yes indeed. It is true that, for certain reasons 
which I do not pretend -to construe, we have not 
built the road as rapidly as roads have been built. 
We have, however, been pushing steadily ahead, 
and really have much more work done than the 
public comprehends, We have kept a large force 
of men at work since the day we first started, and 
the road’ between Anniston and Atlanta is now 
nearly finished and trains can be running by 
November Ist.’’ 

“What about the line from Atlanta to the Missis- 
sippi?’’ 

“That is rapidly assuming shape. It is a total 
distance ef 400 miles. Of this we have 108 miles 
actually laid with iron and ready for the trains, In 
@ week's time this will be raised to 116 miles 
ironed and finished. We have over 175 miles of 
actually finished and much more nearlydone. We 
have just finished locating the line from Anniston 
westward, and are now ready toputon a large 
force of hands.’’ 

“What is the 
pany?’ 

“Tam notthe man toanswer that, butthe facts 
answer. It has 116 miles of road ironed and 75 
miles more graded and 204 more located, and it 
does notoweacent.

With this much road 
built, and a large amount of valuable city property 
all paid forand uneneumbered, the company will 
certainly have no trouble in securing all the money 
it needs.

‘*How does the country through which the Geor- 
gia Pacific passes look ?"’

After leaving Atlanta 
we s‘rike the splendid Tallapoosa timber fields. 
Then we enter the Coosa coal fields, then the Ca- 
huba and then the Biack Warrior. Emerging from 
these we enter that wonderfully rich Yazoo delta 
that can produce of itself the entire cotton crop of 
America.”’ 

‘‘You can get some idea,’’ he went on to say, ‘‘of 
the value of coal and iron freights to a road when | 
tell you that ene single iron furnace or coal mine 
will pay morein freights than an entire agricul- 
turalcounty. Forinstance, the town of Anniston 
alone pays over $50,000 a year in freights. I 
am confident that the mineral regfon that we trav 
erse will be filled with mines and furnaces within 
a verv few years. Atlanta can, to a great extent, 
control and profit by this development if she only 
chooses to do so.”’ 

‘‘Atlanta will make a4 very important partin your 
system ?”’ 

‘“] should say so. The growth of Atlanta isa 
marvel tome Inany direction and in any depart- 
ment itis acontinual surprise. I have been in the 
city just a year, and it would surprise you if I were 
tomention heimprovements I have noted even in 
my shortstay. it will bea very important factor with 
us.

“What about the belt road you propose to build”. 

“That is allright. We have just finished buying 
the right of way, and the route isall located. It 
will ieave the Air-Line road atthe six-mile post 
and strike our new road at the three-mile post. It 
will cross the Peachtree road at Rosedale farm, very 
near the house. This road can be built in three 
months, and will be a great help to Atlanta. It 
will make our two lines absolutely independent.”’

The Seuthern Lince—The Greenwood and Atlanta, 
East Tennessce, Virginia and Georgia, Ete. 

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., July 17.—It is 
thought that there wlll be a majority of the 
stockholders of the Memphis and Charleston 
at the adjourned meeting in August, in favor 
of accepting the offer of merging with the 
lessee company. When the present board of 
the Memphis and Charleston secured contro! 
of the company they proposed to break the 
lease to the East Tennessee if possible, but 
since that time there has been a number of 
legal divisions both south and’ west that the 
‘directors of a railroad company have power 
to execute a valid lease without consulting 
the stockholders. Finding themselves blocked 
in this direction, the directors thought jt was 
better to go into partnership and merge their 
stock with that of the East Tennessee, 
rather than be at their mercy under 
the provisions of the lease, . which 

uired them to turn over the surplus 
earnings of the leased road for dividends 
upon its capital stock, The meeting came at 


an opportune time tor the lessee cypmpany.for 
Theit asGakk “wee at a dectded di wo The 
Seney syndicate which controls by far the 
largest A a of the East Tennessee stock, had 
found the New York, Chi and &t. Louis a 
heavier load than they could readily carry, 
and was obliged at that time tothrow over 
upon a depressed market quite a block of 
their East Tennessee securities. 
however, they have negotiated a loan vf 


paid over the money on Saturday last. anc 
this will give them ample funds with which 
to finish and equip that road.

GREENWOOD AND ATLANTA, 
From theaSaluda Argus. ; 

After the adjournment of the democratic 
club last Saturday a meeting was called to 
consider the practicability of building a rail 
road from Greenwood to Atlanta via Abbe- 
ville, Elberton and ‘Athens. Professor 8. P. 
Boozer, in acharming and entertaining speech, 
presented the many reasons making the 
uilding of such a road necessary to the furth- 
ering of our affairs, and spoke encouragingly 
of the bright prospectsin view in the eventof 
our people going to work with energy and de- 
termination to build the road. A road run- 
ning from Greenwood. to Atlanta would 
place our town in the enjoyment of advan- 
tages that could not be attained from any 
source. Columbia would be nearer Atlanta 
by thirty-eight miles, and Spartanburg‘would 
be nearer by twelve miles, over the Green- 
wood, Laurens and Spartanburg road. With 
the read built to Atlanta, we then could turn 
our eyes toward the east, and build a con- 
necting link on to Winnsboro, Camden, Flior- 
ence and Wilmington. With the building of 
this road, and the extension of*the Western 
link of the Augusta and. \Knoxville, and the 
completion of the Savannah Valley, Atlanta 
would then have a competing line to Au- 
gusta. Professor Bodézer spoke about thirty 
minutes, and commanded strict attention 
while he dwelt on the various points which 
were suggested in connection with the pro- 
posed enterprise. The road gan be ouilt, and 
our people should awake to the importance of 
the scheme. The suggestion was made that 
the road be styled ‘“‘the Greenwood, Atlanta 
and Pacific railroad.’’ A committee on char- 
ter was appointed, consisting of Messrs, W. 
K. Blake and Professor 8S. P. Boozer, of Green- 
wood, and Messrs. L. W. Perren ard L. W. 
White, of Abbeville. Another meeting to 
further consider this grand enterprise will 
take place inimediately after the adjourn- 
ment of the next democratic meetiny. 

THE CINCINNATI SOUTHERN, 
From the Cinciunati Eiquirer. 

There wat no meeting of the directory.of 
the Cincinnati, New Oricans ‘and Texas Pa- 
cific railroad vesterday, notwithstanding the 
fact that Mr. Wolffe, the representative of 
the Erlanger syndicate, arrived in the city in 
the morning. Mr. Cook, president of the 
road, and he had a conference’ before 
noon, After which Mr. Cook went out for 
several hours on business.

GEORGIA PACIFIC RAILWAY, 

The Railway Age, in its June report of rail- 
road construction, notes the conrphetion of 
104 miles of the Georgia Pacific road. This 
line isan extension of the Richmond and 
Danville system, westward from Atlanta, the 
principal objective point at present being 
Birmingham and the Alabama coal fields. It 
penetrates an exceedingly productive section 
of the south not now supplied with transpor- 
tation facilities, and aftording direct transpor- 
tation from the coal mines in the Black War- 
rior fields to the consuming markets in the 
south. This line witli not only prove a valu- 
able acquisition to the Danville system as an 
extension and feeder of its through line, but 
the road as an imiividual enterprise has in 
itself superior merit, and wiil no doubt prove 
a paying institution.

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CHANDLER IN HIS OFFICE. 


The Way in Which He Runs Politics and the Navy at 
the Same Time. , 


Washington Correspuidence Philadelphia Record. 

Secretary of the Navy Chandler holds a 
levee every morning, which lasts through the 
greater part of theday. Under Robeson only 
contractors and lobbyists were certain of being 
admitted at any time.. Under Thompson only 
a few favorites who brought him rare rugs 
and rarer bric-a-brac from abroad. Under 
Hunt noose. The tawny Loisianian, who 
had the mind of a judge and the manners of 
amartinet, insisted that noone shouid be 
admitted to his elégant office before he had 
passed upon the claims presented by his 
name. The ehiefs of the bureaus of the navy 
department growled eentinually, as it was 
impossible for them to do their work half as 
well as they might, because it. took half an 
hour to ask the secretary a question. -Gray 
headed old Commodore Shock might have been 
in but a moment before; if. he had forgot- 
ten part of his errand his card had to’go in 
again all the same, and he had to coo! bis ar- 
istocratic heels in the handsome ante-roem 
until his right to be heard had been judicially 
ascertained. Hunt was a man after the heart 
of old Lindlay Muse, who has stood for fifty 
years, until bis black hairs have become 
white,at the door of the oftice of the secretary 
of the navy. All methods of Robeson and 
Thompson and Hunt were more or less 
starched stiffand stately. Lindlay Muse cone 
gratulated himself again and again upon the 
return of the golden days before the war. 
Chandler came into the department likea 
northwest breeze into a field of grain. The 
expression, on the face of the faithful old 
dvorkeeper has become One of perpetual as- 
tonishment. 

The secretary’s office isa big room. It was 
only big: enough for two when Hunt was 
there. Itis big enough for fifty now, and 
the fifty all get in at once. So long as there 
is an unoccupied chair any man of respecta- 
ble appearance who has something to say to 
‘the secretary of the navy ean walk right in 
and see him in all the glory of a seersucker 
suit and say it in one of his sharp, fox-like 
ears. There is no fuss or feathers about 
Chandler. The finely upheldstered chairs of 
his spacious office have been occupied most 
of the time since he first astonished poor 
Lindlay Muse by the more or less ragged rep 
resentatives of the liberal element of the 
south, Some of them have been decently at- 
tired; some have carried gold-headed canes 
and worn tall silk hats; but the majority of 
the gentlemen, who, with faces 
set toward the morning, have 
walked right into  Chandler’s ottice 
would not have been out of place in Falstatt's 
army Secretary Chandler never asks, how- 
ever, how much a man’s coat cost nor when 
it was bought. He generally wanisto know 
something of the battles it has been through 
and the number of times the owner has been 
ontop. In instructing the punctilious old 
darkey at his door to admitthe sons of the 
morning from the south without regard to 
race; raggedness or previous condition, Chan- 
dler had a definite object in view. He thought 
he saw cracks all overthe solid south. He 
thought administration influeace would, like 
a hard wood, wedge in soft pine when driven 
bome in crack after crack, break the solid 
south up. The information which he bad 
gave him ground for his belief.. Chandler 
knew, too, _—ithat Garfield’s promise 
had made Garfield popular in 
the south, but that it was utterly 
impossible to turn the stream in Arthur's 
direction. He needed information, hewever, 
on both these points, and he made it hés busi- 
ness tO pump every promising patriet from 
the south as soon as he arrived. Every south- 
ern politician was made to’ understand that 
the shrewd seeker for truth at the head of the 
navy department would be glad to see him. 
They understood, too, that if they were able 


chance of carrying, with proper assistance, 
the state or district freém which they came 
they would be very apt to receive ‘‘assist- 
ance.’’ So they came in troeps to see the 
satrap for the south. They walked = on 
his elegant carpet and sat on 
his elegant chairs and fingered 
his elegant desk and afew of them smoked 
his choice cigars.

no more of. the nonsense which kept business 
men on business errandsidling in an anteruom

The P rmanent Improvements on the Streets—What 
the Railroads Have Done Within the Last Year. 
A Glance at the Building that is Being 
Done—A& Very Gratifying Showing.

At no period within the Jast ten years has 
there been such a season of real and perma- 
nentimprovementin Atlanta asat present. So 
far as the work on the streets and sidewalks 
is concerned, it is unprecedented. A {full re- 
view of this important and much needed work 
was given in THe CoNstiTuTION several days 
ago. There isa very lurge amount of work, 
however, yet to be laid out and done, and 
there is much in the matter ef streets and 
sidewalks for future councils to act upon. 
Atlanta is a growing city,and her rapid growth 
gave her a considerable start ahead of the 
street improvements. There are about 


one hundred‘and forty miles of streetsin the 
city, and the question of repairing and per- 
manently improving that amount of what 
may be aperenesiey termed 
over the hills of this h 
small undertaking. 
question of 
twice that distance, or two hundred and 
eighty miles of the muddiest mud 
“that the red old hills of Georgia ever saw. 
But before the wet season sets in mueh wil! 
have been done toward putting sidewalks 
on the principal streets, while one or two of 
the leading: thoroughfares will be in better 
condition for the farmers who bring their cot- 
ton and other farm products to Atlanta by 
wagon. In this matter agood work—compar- 
atively at least—is being accomplished and 
the faster it goes on tlie better it will be. 

THE RAILROAD IMPROVEMENTS. 

Two years ago very sanguine Atlantians 
were dreaming of a railroad which would run 
out to the fabulously extensive coal beds of 
Alabama.. Where one believed that the road 
would be built, a hundred sneered at the 
idea. A few energetic ones applied the bat- 
tery to the dormant Georgia Western. It 
floundered a little, but refused to come 
back to life, and the weeds con- 
tinued to grow on the old road bed, which 
represented.three hundred thousand dollars 
ofthe city’s nroney. Then General Gordon 
got hold of the charter and came back to At- 
lanta and told the people that they might 
look out to see a road running not only tothe 
coal beds but to the banks of the Mississippi. 
The sanguine ones gave him a 
big . banquet, over which the doubting 
ones smiied. To day, barely a yearsinuce that 
time, the trains are running daily on forty 
miles of that yoad, which goes daily further 
and further ou its way to the banks of the 
Mississippi... About the same time that Gen- 
eral Gordon was pledging his word that the 
Georgia Pacific would be built, Colonel 
E. W. Cole came along and said that 
he would see Gordon one, and 
go him one better. He proposed tobuild two 
roads—one to Macon and one to Rome. And 
otver banquet and more doubt. In fact there 
was avery large amount of doubt as to the 
building of either of the three roads. It was 
enough to make people sneer for two men to 
‘come: to Atlanta and say they were going to 
build three railroads and  ~not_ ask 
the people ‘any odds as to © sub- 
scriptions. jut ~—_ to-day trains are 
runningto Macon on one of the Cole roads 
and to Dallas—almost to Rome—on the other 
and the workmen are working like beavers to 
put both ends in first-class condition. To sum 
itup, a vear ago Atlanta had five railroads. 
Three others were talked of. To-glay trains 
ire running on those three roads. To 
put it plainiy Atlanta has nearly 
doubled the number of ber railroads within a 
year. If the roads were all run 94t proportion- 
ate angles they would be like the spokes of a 
wheel touching the rim at eight points. 
Wihere is there a city that ean show such a 
marvellous growth of her railroad facilities? 

THES BUILDING IMPROVEMEN7S. 

A most murked improvement has followed 
the Block fire, which destroyed 
three corners of Alabama and 
Pryor. Captain Jackson is_ replacing 
his burned building with a handsome double 
four-story structure which will cost thirty- 
tive thousand dollars. 
five stories high and costing nearly forty 
thousand doiliars, will soon be completed. 
Mrs. Chisolm’s building, a three-floor brick 
posting eight thousand, has been completed 
and is occupied. So is the Kenny build- 
ing. The Simpson building, costing 
fifteen thousand, will soon be 
ready for a tenant. Work 
has lately been commenced on the Gate City 
national Bank building, on the corner of 
Pryor and Alabama. The building will have 
six floors, and will cost seventy-five thousand 
dollars. The sidewalk floor will be of Dayton, 
Ohio, stone, and will be used by the bank. 
The other portions of the building will be 
used as offices. The Whitehall burned dis- 
trict is coming up finely. The Grant build- 
ing will soon be completed at a cost of thirty 
thousand dollars. The Alexander & Adair 
building will soon be ready for an occupant. 
It will cost ten thousand dollars.

As an evidence of the superiority of the 
work turned out by the company, it is only 
necessary to state the fact that, on yesterday, 
they shipped to East Rochester, New York, a 
turn table, which they have just 
finished for the New York Central rail- 
road, The table is a fifty-foot 
turn table and will accommodate the largest 
engine and tender used by the New York 
Central railroad. 

They have also secured the contract for 
furnishing the eye bars for the United States 
court house and post-office building in Phila- 
del phia. 

Among other work they have just finished 
the largest anvil block ever made in the 
south. This. piece of work is _ not 
only the largest’ anvil block but 
the largest piece of casting ever manufac‘ur- 
edin the south, and its making required 
about one week. The pattern which gave the 
block itsshape was made by Mr. Wm. Ott, at 
the pattern department in one day. Then 
the sink pit in which the pattern was sunk 
required a day. Then the bottom of this 
sink, which when finished was a fac simile of 
the pattern, and was the mold in which the 
anvil was made, was covered with brick and 
the four sides walled with sand. This work 
required two days, and two days more 
were consumed in drying the mold 
with hot fires. Twenty-five thousand pounds 
of iron were put in the gupolasand melted by 
intense heat, and in two hours and ten min- 
utes after the fire was started the melted iron 
was- put in alarge iron reservoir holding 
twenty-five thousand pounds and transferred 
to the mold, where it has since been drying. 
The size of this anvil will be 4 feet 4 inches 
high, 4 feet 10 inches by 3 feet 8 inches at the 
bottom and weighs abcu: twenty-four thou- 
sand pounds.
